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‘TREMENDOUS’ EARTH SHOCKS 
OF SEVERAL HOURS’ DURATION 
RECORDED BY SEISMOGRAPH

The aseismograph at St. Louis 
University, as well as those in a 
number of other cities, today record- 
ed the worst earth disturbance in 
many years. 

Brother George E. Rueppel, S. J., 
in charge of the instrument, stated 


that the record appeared to show as 
violent an earthquake as that in 
San Francisco in Apri!, 1906, when | 
more than 6500 lives were Yost in the) 


quake and subsequent conflagration. | 


The period of tremors shown by 
the instrument lasted from 10:12 a. 
m. to 2:20 p.m. There were three 
heavy shocks, at two-minute inter- 
vals, at 10:46, 10:48 and 10:50. 

Examination of the record showed 
a violence apparently equal to that 
of the San Francisco shooks, and in- 
dicated a distance of about 4800 
miles from St. Louis, in a southeast 
direction. This, it was figured by 
the university’s geographical charts, 
would make the scene of the shocks 
jsomewhere along the Pacifi*coast of 
South America, probably in Chile. 

The waves, following the 
shocks, were taken by the observers 
as pointing to the likelihood of a 
tidal wave having followed the 
earthquake. 

The university's observer said that, 
while the scene of the main shocks 
may have been in the ocean, it is 
reasonable to believe that the effect 
was felt on the adjoining tand.
